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_ theme that he forgot to make 
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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acté. di. 
“And they were all filied with the Haly Ghost, and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 24- 
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When People Are Misunderstood They Are Generally 
Misrepresented—This is not Strange. 


So seeingsuch awfulcrook- 
edness I must cry out against 
such doctrines.” This isonly 
the second paragraph of his 
article and only meant as an 
introduction to what follows. 
Now he commences in ear- 
nest. Please notice that at 
the first he said he felt “im- 
pressed,” and now he has 
been “shown” to write. All 
right, we will let that go for 
what it 1s worth for the pre- 
sent. ae 

He commences his main 
discussion with a figure 1, as 
af he meant to use other nu- 
merals on down the line, but 
evidentiy he became so ex- 
tremely interested in his 


his divisions and lumped it 
all into “one.” He opens up 
on us by saying, “In anissue 
of their paper, ‘The Church 
of God Evangel,’ published 
June 10, 1916, you will find 
an article, ‘The Church Lit- 
eral or Invisible,’ by J. B. 
Ellis. They teach you are 
not born into the Church of 
God, but get in by covenant. 
They preach the church 
spoken of in the Bible is not 
the saved of all the earth but 
their organization — Tho 
Church of God,” In this ex- 
pression the author seems 
sutprized that any body 
would teach otherwise than 
that people are born into the 
Church of God. I inferfrom 
this statement that he be- 
lieves people become mem- 
bers of the Church of God 
when they are “born again.” 
I am truly gratified because 
this gentleman is lending his 
assistance to explode this er- 
ror. We feel highly honor- 
ed because he is telling his 
people that we teach con- 
trary to that false. notion that 
has blurred the minds of the 
people of Christendom for 
the last few hundred years. 
This is one of the mainpoints 
of reform that is so much 
needed in these days. We 
wish to emphasize this state- 
ment, and place ourselves on 
record against the idea. of at 


God’s Church just because 
he is converted, or “born 
again.” If-this was the case 
there would not have been 
any occasion for John saying 
what he did to Gaius about 
receiving certain brethren 
that Diotrephes rejected, and 
that he (Diotrephes) cast 
some out of the church be- 
cause they wanted toreceive 
those other brethren. Here 
is a plain example of where 
some converted folks were 
outside of God’s Church 
seeking admittance,and some 
more of the Lord’s children 
were put on the outside after 
they had once been inside. 
2 John. 

We will now consider the 
next point that he says we 
preach. He infers by this 
statement that the saved of 
all the earth compose God’s 
Church. He says, “They 
preach the church spoken of 
in the Bible is not the saved 
of all the earth.” Again he 
seems surprised that we will 
not accept the common the- 
ory. But I am gladhemakes 
it plain that we will not, be- 
cause we have no desire to 
be identified with such error. 
But the next clause he uses is 
out of place. He calls the 
Church of God “their organ- 
ization.” This we decline to 
accept. The Church of 
God is not our organization. 
We are not the originators of 
it. We did not plan it. We 
did not name it. We made 
none of its laws. This hon- 
ot belongs to Jesus and His 
holy apostles. We have 
only found what was _ estab- 
lish by them, and we account 
ita great honor to become 
members by accepting the 
laws that Jesus gave, and 
were carried into effect by 
the apostles. 

In the next run, he con- 
tinues totell what we preach. 
This would be perfectly all 
right if he did not make so 
many mistakes about it and 
these are what I want tocor- 
rect. Weare certainly in 
position to know what we

teach. He says, “They take 


Isa. 9:6, part referririg to Jes- 
us the head of the church 
and the government upon 
His shoulders, and preach 
that the shoulders is The 
Church of God, and grant 
their officers (in their mind) 
the power to. perfect the 
church. They have a job, 
I think.” Yes,I admit we 
would have a job if we had 
to follow his interpetationsof 
our teaching. First I wish to 
say that Isaiah does not say 
the government shall be up- 
on Christ’s shoulders, neither 
do we teach it that way. 
The Spirit that moved Isaiah 
guarded his words carefully. 
In referring to ‘Jesus, Isaiah 
said, “The government shall 
be upon his shoulder,” not 


shoulders To put it in the 
plural spoils the sense and 
does not harmonize. But 


when it is read correctly it 
harmonizes with the other 


Scriptures. “Now ye are 
the body of Christ,” says 
Paul, not bodies. ‘“‘And the 


Lord added to the church,” 
says Luke, not churches. 
The gentleman seems to 
think that our teaching about 
the government being on his 
shoulder# is incorrect. Isaiah 
said that, and we did not;but 
call to mind some of Paul’s 
teaching where hesays, ‘And 
he (Christ) is the head of the 
body, the church,” and “Ye 
are the body of Christ;” and 
then consider what Jesus 
said to Peter and the other 
disciples about delivering to 
them the keys, and showing 
how they were to bind and 
loose, or have the responsi- 
bility of the government, 
Math, 16:19, and 18:17,18, and 
then make comparison with 
Isaiah’s statement and it may 
not seem so incorret after all. 
It is a fact, and the gentle- 
man will have to admit it, 
that the Lord gave apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors, 
and teachers for the perfect- 
ing of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edify- 
ing of the body ofChrist, un- 
til it should attain to a _per- 
fect man. Eph.3:ll-16. The 
statment then of the officers 
being used of God to bring 
about this perfection is not 
inconsistant with the: plan as 
outlined by the Bible. The 
intended burlesque only 
makes the matter more seri- 
ous to the candid reader. 
The next statement to 
which we call attention is, 
“They preach if you join 
their church you are in the 





body—God placed you there 


—then if you leave you are 
disconnected from God.” 
The first thing I wish to do 
here is to emphatically deny 
this charge. We do not 
preach any such thing. . I do 
not doubt the honesty of the 
dear man in thinking we 
teach as he describes, but he 
does not understand. It is 
not “our church.”" No body 
claims the Church of God as 
“their church.” We do not 
say that if you join our 
church you are in the body, 
but we do admit that the 
Lord ADDS to HIS church 
thesame as He didin the 
New Testament times. We 
also admit that if a member! 
does so wrong that he has to 
be disavowed he is out of! 
hormony with God. This, 
however, is the Church of 
God, and not as the gen- 
tleman calls it“their church.” 
But we must proceed:“They 
preach joining the Church of 
God is advancedlight beyond 
the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. They say we are 
building on the sand. Noone 
preaches the full gospel but 
the dear old Church of God. 
Their aim is to go among the 
Pentecostal people, profess 
greater power, shouting, 
jumping and making a ndise.”’ 
In the above the brother has 
said some good things that 
need no_ special comment, 
but of course he does not be- 
lieve it and means to create 
an influence againstour teach- 
ing.” This, however, he is 
not able to do as long as_ he 
sticks to the truth. But the 
surprising thing about it is 
that he cloes that paragraplf 
by saying, “God deliver from 
the outward manifestation, 
and show theinward work of 
the heart.” We will only add 
here that if he stops the out- 
ward manifestations of the 
power of God it will not be 
long till he will have no in- 
ward work to boast of, be- 
cause the outward manifes- 
tations are only the effect of 
the inward work, and are in 
perfect harmony with the 
Word of God. If he stops 
the outward manifestrtions 
he will cut off speaking in 
tongues, casting out devils, 





healing the sick, leaping for 
joy, shouting praises to God, 
and preforming miracles. He 
can have his prayer answer- 
ed for himself if he wants to, 
but if he means to pray to 
God to deliver us from these 
outward manifestations he 
had just as well pepare fora 





long siege of it, tor we do not 


expect to quit it. David’s 
wife tried to shame him one 
time for dancing before the 
Lord, but he _ declared, 
“Therefore will I play before 
the Lord, And I will yet be 
more vile than thus.” She 
was unable to stop him 
fromdancing before the Lord. 
And the record shows that 
she died childless because 
she opposed her husband 
dancing before the Lord. 
I’m afraid that those who op- 
pose the outward manifesta- 
tions may soon be as unfruit- 
ful as Michal was. - 

Now let us read the next 
patagraph as he has it. 
“They teach,” he says, “if 
you do not join The Church 
of God you will not go up in 
the rapture when Jesus comes. 
They are trying to swallow 
the Pentecostal work. I 
heard one at High Point de- 
clare that the Pentecostal 
work had compromised, tak- 
ing his coming outto prove 
the statement. Their work 
in fulfilling 2 Peter 2:1,2, is 
great. They claimto handle 
snakes, frogs, hot lamp chim- 
neys, hot coals of fire, etc. 
Some have been bitten and 
died, aud others have been 
hurt. They are like those 
false prophets in Elijah’s day, 
they hurt themselves, but 
Baal did not answer.” We 
have already discussed a 
part of the thoughts herein 
contained, so we will take 
up the snakes, frogs and fire. 
He says, “they claim to 
handle snakes.” I wonder 
why he says “they claim” to 
handle snakes. I suppose it 
is because he never saw it 
done. But he just about ad- 
mits that itis done, for he 
says ““somehave beenbitten.”’ 
Well, we donot careto deny 
this. Itis really true. The 
most poison serpents have 
been taken up and handled 
without any harm to those 
who did it. Wild rattlers 
are subdued and tamed in a 
moment of time and fondled 
over like harmless babies. 
Yes, brother, this is true. 
And is done because. Jesus 
said, ““These signs shall fol- 
low them that believe” and 
one of the signs is, “They 
shall take up serpents.” No, 
we do not contradict His 
statement. No, we do not 
disobey Him, and reject His 
counsel and statement by re- 
fusing to do just what he says 
believers will do. He says 
plainly that belivers “shall 
take up serpents.” Mark 16:18.

I have cared for all the 
things left in my possession 
so they will all be ready for 
use in November. 

Some of the new sisters 
that have come into the 
church the past year may 
wonder why we need these 
things sol will explain. 
Many homes have been very 
kindly opened to entertain 
the visitors during the As- 
sembly, but not near all 
could be cared for in this 
way 60 we have had to rent 
rooms and furnish them. 
These quilts, sheets etc. are 
used to reduce the expense 
in furnishing these rented 
rooms. 

We have on hands the fol- 
lowing viz 102 quilts, 16 pil- 
lows, 66 pillow slips, 25 bed 
ticks to be filled with straw, 
7 blankets, 21 sheets, 35tow- 
els, 7 table cloths, a few 
knives and forks, plates, etc., 
but not near enough. Gifts 
of plates, soup bowls, knives, 
forks, spoons, deep dishes, 
sauce dishes, cooking vessels, 
dish pans, dish-towels, buck- 
etsetc. will be greatly ap- 
preciated. 

We need to look forward 
to preparing for near 500 de- 
legates and visitors this year.
